REMARKS 

In the above referenced Office Action, the Examiner divided the claims into the following 
Groups: 

I. Claims 1-22 and 25-29, wherein independent claim 1 is directed to a 
method for handling database locks, and other independent claims 12 
and 25 recite similar limitations in a computer-readable media and a 
database system respectively; and 

II. Claims 23-24 and 30-34, where independent claim 23 is directed to a 
method for checking a database administrator authentication, and 
other independent claims 24 and 30 recite similar limitations in a 
computer-readable medium and a database system, respectively. 

Applicant provisionally elects Group I, Claims 1-22 and 25-29, without traverse . 
Accordingly, the Applicant has cancelled claims 23-24 and 30-34 (Group II) without prejudice and 
has elected to begin prosecution with examination of claims 1-22 and 25-29.
